Because of the absence of a DO/l war pis®, and lack of Wfl 
aj*rt»al of ^ plans, the Office plans deviate fro* each other in 
iSS USpti one , policies, dblective$ ; and Scop# of contents* There is a 
iiailar gap between Iffi/l plans afti those of the DD/P, particularly as 
Shay relate to agreed roles and sooner of operation . 

5. Relation to Plans of Outside Agencies 

I have a® adequate I n f o r mat ion on how the DB/l would work with 
eutslds agonal*® la wartime, and thus do not feel free to cooment on 
MSoifto p laguing teaks in this field. Progress in ioter-agsney arrmnge- 
sssste appears to have been liadtfd so far to agreeaent# on the separate 
roles of the RB ft and the wilitary services in the field. 

6. Proposal® foe Action by. the Office of the W/l 

As indieated in paragraph 1, above, the ORA has — as a 
consequence «*f ja*t ^perCcT- a fairly collate knowledge of the 
of intelligence requirements which it will be asked to s ervic e.

Our ability to implement this knowledge in hard plans 
necessaril y relates t© polity lelisioea* reached at higher Agency and 
lateUigeate Cn— innity level®, that we do now in preparation for 
assrg&^&y conditio®® »• such as training , selection and trial of future 
field tee® jsrseeatl, alert wsestises , toierataadings with geographic 
research eoa^Onents of other agencies — should properly be shaped by 
dir ectives such that we and our customers , collaborators , and suppliers 
asa working in b&asoa. To date, there has been an Insufficiency of these 
pe&iey dec is i ons , with the result that in important ways CIA pl ana ere net 
with the plans of other agencies, and the plan s of office# in 
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Flttsaiss cannot sod rill not wstwte effectively under these conditions . 
The Office Of tike l®A should, therefore, energetically press for the 
achievement of formal inter-agenc? agreement* that cover appropriate 
j©/l roles, «WN0t specific xujderstii ding# with the TS>/P, and Integrate
